THE CRISIS NEAR. 
THE GREAT MOVE HOURLY EXPECTED. 
[By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. |} 

LoN DON Orricz or Tue CMC TRIBUNE, 
Satissuny Srreet, W. C., June 22.—Your 
correspondent telegraphs from Bucharest via 
Berlin, June 21, that all the troops from that 
vicinity. are gone, and that Bucharest 
wears a dull and deserted appearance. No 
news from the front has arrived. We ex- 
pect to hear every hour the intelligence 
that the Russians have crossed the Danube 
at Turna and Ibrail. The strie est secresy 
is observed regarding the distribution and 
movements of the forces. 


ON THE DANUBE. 
PREPARATIONS COMPLETE. 

BUCHAREST, June 22.—Preparations for cross- 
ing the Danube are completed. An attempt is 
expected in a few nights. 

Lonpon, June 22.—A special from Ibrall. 
June 22, says all is ready for the passage of the 
Danube. The bridge from Ibrall to the Turk- 
ish shore has been finished for some hours. 
To-day troops began to pass before 
Galatz without meeting a single Turk. At the 
present moment there arc Cossacks enough to 
take in flank and harass the right of an afmy 
defending Matchin. 

In addition to the bridge constructed in front 
of Ibrail, which is from 700 % 800 yards in 
length, with an extension upon ifundated Turk- 
ish territory, the Russians habe built a large 
number of rafts, which have been towed 
to- day into the arm of the stream where the two 
monitors were sunk. In additiiz to their own 
gunboats the Russians continus 0 employ all 
merchant vessels detained u port. Seven 
wooden sloops moreover have Been iron-plated 


during the last few days. Each 
carries two guns, and will hold 
20 men. Should not be. changed 


between now and to-morrow all wili be finished 
by the time this dispatch is printed. For the 
last week, however, changes have been con- 
tinual. so that nothing is certain. It is expected 
that the greater part of the Fourteenth Corps 

WILL HAVE CROSSED IN TWENTY-FOUR HOURS, 
and will receive the Czar, whe is to arrive on 
Saturday.

THE ISLAND AT IBRAIL. 

Opposite Ibrail the Danube is divided into 
channels by a large island. This has probably 
enabled the Russians to construct a bridge 
unobserved. It has been known for some 
tum that the Turkish monitors have been com- 
p y barred out of this section of the river 
by torpedoes. ‘The crossing near Ibrail, accord- 
ing to general opinion, isonlya subsidiary op- 
eration to a main crossing further west. proba- 
bly between the Aluto and Vode Rivers. 

MAKING THE PONTOON. 

Ipratt, Thursday night.—The Russians have 
constructed in all a thousand rafts and pontoons, 
chiefly in the River Serelli, of which a large 
number are being used at Ibrail, but leaving 
enough for a bridge at Galatz 4180. 
Each raft is separately towed to its 
position. Nearly 100 feet up stream from the 
bridge the anchor is cast and the current sweeps 
the raft swiftly down alongside the one pre- 
viously fixed, to which it is made fast, while a 
steadying anchor is carried out below. 

: MAKING A ROAD. : 

For several days back working parties of 
about 500 men, crossing the river every morn- 
ing, have been engaged in raising above reach 
of inundation a road leading along the bank of 
the old Danube from Getchet towards Matchin. 
Abvut three- quarters of a mile have thus been 
made good, but there remain nearly five 
miles to Matchin, the raising of which must 
take time. Yesterday a detachment of Cos- 


sacks made a reconnoisance toward Matchin 


and got pretty close, but were half drowned in 
the attempt. 
WHEN ATTACKED MATCHIN 
will be assaulted both by land ana water. 
THE TURKS 
have made no sign of hindrance. Two small 
camps are visible above Matchin on the heights. 


All day yesterday infantry, forty at 
a load, were being ferried over from 
Galatz to Patch, the hard ground 


opposite, whence by a wet, winding path it is 
said the hill country is attainable. If this be 
so, the crossing here’ seems to indicate a turn- 
ing movement against Matchin. About 40,000 
troops are now in Ibrail and Galatz. 

A CROSSING. 

BccHaREsT, June 22.—A force of Russians 
have crossed the Danube on a pontoon bridge 
at Galatz, and are fortifying a tete de pont on 
the Turkish shore. There was no fighting, as a 
wide expanse of marsh still separates the com- 
batants.

EXTHAORDINARY CREDIT. 

New York, June 2.—A London special 
says: It is remored that the British Pariia- 
ment will vote an extraordimary credit of 
£10,000,000 for military contingencies.” 

DERBY AND SCHOUVALOFYF. 

Interviews of great importance have recently 
taken place between Count Schouvaloff, Rus- 
sian Ambassador, and Earl Derby, in which the 
latter asked the former to put on paper the as- 
surances in regard to Coustantinople which 
were made verbally and somewhat vague. The 
Ambassador telegraphed to his Government for 
instructions, aud received a dispatch from the 
Russian Foriegn Minister empowering him to 
do 860. 

RUSSIA TO OOCCUPT CONSTANTINOPLE. . 

Russia will propose the temporary, oceupa- 
tion of Constantinople, undertaking to evac- 
uate the Turkish Capital on receiving in- 
demnity for the expenses of war, and proposes 
guarantees that the reforws proposed for the 
administration of the Turkish provinces shall 
be faithfully carried into operation. Any prop- 
osition involving the sacrifice of the Turkish 
maritime force in the Black Sea will be rejected 
by Great Britain. 

The question of the temporary occupation 
of Constantinople has been discussed at a Cab- 
inet council already, without in any instance 
coming to a decision. 

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. — 

An arrangement has been effected by which 
England, with the consent of the Khedive, and 
not in opposition to the Sultan, shall occupy 


Egypt—Eugland to settle the time when the 


movements shall begin. A British force is al- 
ready tola for occupation, and will be under the 
command of Gen. Sir Thomas Steele. It will 
consist of 20,000 men. Not only are the troops 
ready, but the camp and all other unecessary ar- 
rangements have been made in Egypt. 
ON THE STOCK EXCHANGE. 
Loxpox, June 22—4:30 p. m.—On the Stock 


Exchange to-day, the tendency is somewhat un- 


favorabie, owing to the circulation of political 
rumors, and up to the present time every move- 
ment has been adverse. Provincial newspapers 
continue the publication of the rumor that the 
British Government is about to apply to Parlia- 
ment for an extraordinary grant of $25,000,000. 
According to one story, this sum is to go to- 
ward the purchase of the Suzerainty of Egypt 
from the Turks. Five millions of pounds, or 
$25,000,000, is the exact sum asked for last night 


for the Indian loan, and this may explain the 


rumor.

SOMETHING ABOUT TO HAPPEN.

Presently came the regiments of 
the line, followed by the Bersagiieri, and then, 
above the sound of the bugles, rose that of cheers, 
the white plumes of the staff appeared in sight, and 
on came the Re Galantuonjo, slightly acknowl- 
edging the greeting given bim; Prince Humbert 
riding on hia right, behind them a brilliant staf, 
and then the Royal Guard, which would not suffer 
by comparison with the English Horse Guards 
themselves. Then followed the people crowding 
back, on foot, in carriages, in one-horge cabs, and 
among them I recognized several pilgrims, and fn 
one cab four foreign priests. 

From the Piazza dei Termini I drove to San Pie- 
tro in Vinculi, the church where Pius IX. was con- 
secrated Bishop, and where @ grand commemora- 
tive-mass was being celebrated. In the Via Santa 
Maria dei Monte there certainly was no block, but 
there were too close lines of cabs, one filled with 
people going in the direction of the Basilica, the 
other returning empty. The steep uight of lofty 
steps leading under the archway of what is said to 
have been Lucrezia Borgia’s house was crowded 
with people climbing upwarde to the church, and 
the piazza in front of it was at one side filled with 


carriages five or six deep, at the other with people 
struggling to get into the Basilica; while other car- 
riages were drawing up without intermission and 
setting down where they could. Never, probably, 
was San Pietro in Vinculi so filled with people as 
this morning, certainly it was never more crowded. 
for that would be impossible. The nave and aisles 
were a dense mass Of human beings, among whom 
it was impossible to penetriate,—a sea of heads 
over which hung hundreds of chandeliers 
filled with wax lights, one feature of the 
décorations which was altogether different from 
and infinitely more spiendid than what I described 
in writing of the ceremony of the 2lst of May. 
From this Basilica, where honor was being paid to 
the Pope, I drove to the Quirival, where the Sena- 
tors, the ‘Cabinet Ministers, the Deputies, 
the Municipal and Provincia] 
lors, and many others wege pay their visits of 
congratulation to the King. be Piazza di 
Monte Cavallo was crowded with peo- 
ple, looking on as the dignitaries and 
celebrities of the day drove up. In the great court- 
yard of the Paiace were some 200 carriages, and 
others were coming and going all the time. But it 
was not in the Plazza only that the people were 
assembled to tee the show; they lined both sides 
of the descent from the mil, the Via del Umilta, 
and the Corso, as far as the Chamber of Deputies.

San Francisco, June 22.—A press dispatch 
from Boise City says: By arrivals bere last night 
the previous reports of the Indian outbreak near 
the Salmon are substantially confirmed. The 
scene of the first massacre was on Salmon River 
and its tributaries, that stream coming in from the 
northern side, draining Camas Prairie and neigh- 
boring mountains. 

THE SETTLEMENT CALLED CAMAS PRAIRIE 
covers the foot-hills to the north of the Florence 
Mountains, extending several miles northward in- 
to the plain which lies between Florence Mountain 
and the breaking down of the tabie-land called 
Craig’s Mountain. Mount Idahois about the cen- 
tre of the range of settlements on Camas Prairie, 
sitaated’at the foot of Florence Mountain, sixty- 
five miles from Lewiston, Idaho The settlements 
on the Salmon River andits tributaries lie to the 
south and southwest of Mount Idaho, at distances 
varying from fifteen to thirty miles. The Indians 
did not kill women and children, but allowed them 
to be taken under the escort of a friendly squaw to 
State Creek, which had thus far been left undis- 
turbed. 

A MOURNFUL GATUERING. 

At State Creek the whites have fortified them- 
selves in a stockade fort, into which has been re- 
ceived the wives and children of the murdered 
men, together with the families of the men who 
had escaped the massacre. Gathered in this place 
are the following persons: 

Mrs. Henry Elfers and two children (husband 
murdered at John Day's Creek).

THEIR PRECARIOUS SITUATION. 

These women are thus shut ap in the midst of 
hostile Indians without adequate means of defense 
and without aid, and will certainly be overpowered 
and murdered, asthe Indians declare their de- 
termination to take the fort and murder the men. 
It can't be hoped the Indians will again spare the 
women and children after the losses they must sus- 
tain im capturing the fort, as the men will fight to 
the last, 

WONDERFUL ASSURANCE. 

Ourinformant says he is reliably informed that 
the Indians did not fire a single building or destroy 
any property, but cleared the country of the stock, 
which they have driven to the south side of the 
salmon River. 

They seem to hope they will ultimately be the 
undisturbed proprietors of all tae property the 
whites are now compelled toabandon. They think 
(not without reason) that, before the coyntry is 
regained from them, an army must be created, and 
a long and doubtful campaign passed through. The 
Indians have now 
THEIR PRINCIPAL CAMP AND HEADQUARTERS 
on the Salmon River just below the mouth of a 
small stream called Skookumchuck, while the stock 
is gathered and pastured on an extensive triangn- 
lar-shaped region fermed by the Snake and Salmon 
Rivers and a high mountain range lying about the 
sources of the Payette and Weiser Rivers. Here 
there is abundant pasturage for summer and win- 
ter, and here they will doubtless make their final 
stand. 

AN AGREEABLE CONTRADICTION. 

In contradiction to the previous reports that the 
troops behaved badly, our informant says that by 
citizens who were in the fight ne is assured 
that the troops, though they allowed them- 
selves to be decoyed into ambush. 
displayed throughout the action the utmost gallant- 
ry, and fought like tigers. About twenty-five or 
thirty soldiers were killed in about the same num- 
ber of minutes. 

THE SITUATION IN NORTHERN IDAHO

AT MOUNT mano. 

The Portland press dispatch special to the 
Oregonian, just received from Lewiston, dated 
June 21. 84. m., says: Sixty-five volunteers were 
to proceed from their defenses at Mount Idaho to 
reconnoitre the position of the Indians, who are 
supposed to be somewhere in the direction of 
Salmon River. A steamer arrived here this morn- 
ing having on board 107 troops. No extra arms 
came onthe steamer. About fifty volunteers have 
arrived here from Columbia Coanty, W.T. Few 
of them have suitable arms, but are awaiting them 
from below.

Yesterday the steamer Chaudicre

A strong westerly wind 
prevailed at the time, but alf went well until 
the steamer endeavored to make the bay at Brit- 
annia, when it was soon found that there would ba 
a strugele between steam and man-power and the 
force of the current and wind as to whether the 
raft would be safely harbored ar carried bodily 
over the dangerous rapide.

Mr. De la Grandiere, a French- 
man, who has been dead for some years, was an 
expert in this business, and made a large number 
of eyes for horses while in the empley ef Bauch & 
Gongelmann, of 36 Bleccker street. ese eyes are 
about ten times the size of an artificial human eye.

in ziving them their proper hue. 

Christian Hahn, of 16 North William street, is 
the onty person in this city who manufactures ar- 
tifcial eyes for horses. They made entirely by 
hand, by Mr. Hann himeelf, as they require the 
skillful handling of a supenor workman. They 
are not kept on sale, but are made only on order. 
A model of the empty socket is necessary to the 
work, and with the aid of this a glass eye can be 
made that will defy detection by all save the most 
accomplished experts. 


TURK AND MONTENEGRIN.

Italian Iron-Clads, 

A bold advance in the construction of iron-clad 
ships has been decided upon by the Italian Gov- 
ernment in respect to the two vessels which are to 
excel the Duilio and the Dandolo. The newshine 
are now begun, but it will prehably be six years 
before they are complete. They are to be un- 
rigged turret-ships. propelled by twin screws. 
They are to be much larger than the largest ships 
inthe British navy. and much faster, in acditien 
to which they will be much more costly. The 
most powerful engines in her Majesty's fiect are 

those of the Inſlex ble and the Dreadnought, work. 
ing up to between S. 000 and 9,000 indicated 
horre- -power. But this enormous amount is to de 
at least doubled by the engines of the Italian ships. 
According to present conclusions, the armor will 
be steel, probably a metre thick, or fully half es 
thick again as the maximum armor of the Inflezi- 
ble. What guns these colosaal ships are to carry 
isas yet undetermimed, bat it is not unlikely that 
in ordnance as well as in other respects the forth- 
coming ships will transcend all v cessora.

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One of the most singular incidents in the 
history of the Bankrupt act is the filing of a 
voluntary petition by St. Patrick's Roman 
Catholic Church of East St. Louis. The 
petition sets forth that the church is a-cor- 
poration formed under the laws of the State 
of Illinois, and offers its assets, amounting 
nominally to $15,000, in payment of in- 
debedness reaching $22,000. This is the 
first recorded instance of such an application 
on the part of a Catholic institution, and un- 
doubtedly there is something behind the 
proceeding to warrant it. 


With all the asinine solemnity character- 
istie of such a gang, two hundred and 
forty Vigilantes rode into the litile town 
of Mitchell, Ind., Thursday night. Deeply 
impressed with the importance of their 
undertaking, they erected a gallows, hung 
thereupon two effigies, and stuck up a 
notice that their mission in life was to warn 
incendiaries and murderers that they must 
knovk off the perpetration of villainous 
deeds or die. The force of this visit is 
somewhat impaired by the announcement 
that the bold ‘‘ Vigilantes” stole the 
mucilage with which they pasted up the 
notice. 


While the Department at Washington 
tranquilly rests under the placid conviction 
that there is really no cause for an Indian 
outbreak at this season of the year, reports 
from Idaho represent a most disastrous and 
threatening state of affairs. The savages, 
who seem to understand the necessity of an 
act of Congress to put them down, have 
taken possession of ‘a portion of the Terri- 
tory, are slaughtering settlers, whipping the 


“army” at all points, and driving off stock, 


under the impression, à dispatch says, that 
they will be left in peaceabie possession of 
it.

FRENCH AND AMERICAN FINANCES. 

It seems that some of the misrepresenta- 
tions and deceptions concerning the condi- 
tion of French currency that were set afloat 
by the Greenback organs hereabouts have 
reached into Iowa and are troubling some 
people. This is evident from the following 
note of inquiry received at this office, to an- 
swer which will require a general survey of 
the financial system of France: 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cueroxes, Ia., June 17.—Would you please 
give a statement of the financial condition of 
France? The Greenbackers affect to regard France 
asa model for imitation, and, out this way at 
least, cap the climax of all opposing argument by 
inviting every one to look at France.“ What is 
the debt of France? What essential difference is 
there between the paper currencies of France and 
the United States? What are the revenues and 
what the expenditures of each country? How 
much the paper currency of each per canvita? 
Yours, etc. ; R. B. 

As to comparative revenues and expendi- 
tures between the two countries, the latest 
statistics furnish the following: The reve- 
nues of France are about $534,000,000, and 
the expenditures the same, including the re- 
payment annually of $40,000,000 to the 
Bank of France, which will be explained 
further on. In the United States, the reve- 
nues for 1876 were $287,482,039 and the ex- 


penditures $258, 459,797, leaving a surplus of 


| $29,022,241, or considerably less than the 
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French surplus, omitting the reduction of 
the French debt. ‘The debt of France on 
Jan. 1, 1875, was $3,750,000,000, and the an- 
nual interest thereon $149,680,000, the Gov- 
erument rentes varying from 3 to 5 per cents. 
The United States debt, as shown in the 
statement for the month of May of this 
year, is $2,063,377,342, less cash in the 
Treasury; the interest paid on the pub- 
lic debt in 1876 was F100, 243,271, 
but this is decreasing annually, owing 
to the retirement of bonds for the 
sinking fund and the refunding at lowe: 
rates. In the United States the Government 
debt is about $47 per capita, and in France 
$100 per capita, though this makes no allow- 
ance for municipal debts, which in America 
are enormously in excess of those of France. 
The real object of inquiry, however, is 
concerning the relative condition of the cur- 
rency of the twe-countries. The note cir- 
culation in the United States, including 
greenbacks and the National Bank issues, is 
now about $677,000,000, or probably about 
810 per capita, while that of France is 
$520,000,000, or about $13 per capita; but, 
in addition to the notes, France has also 
considerable gold and silver coin which cir- 
culates side by side with the notes, as would 
be the case in the United States under the 
same practical condition of resumption that 
prevails in France. This enlarges the circu- 
lating medium of France to any desirable 
extent,—gold and silver flowing into the 
country or out of it, remaining there or seek- 
ing investment elsewhere, according to the 
natural demands. Of course, there is no 
other circulating medium known to the 
world which thus regulates itself, because 
there is none other than coin that has a 
recognized value all over the world. 


„What essential difference isthere between 
the paper currency of France and that of the 
United States?“ The essential difference is, 
that the Government of France does not 
issue any circulating notes. while the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has issued 
such notes in large amounts, varying from 
time to time, without any provision for their 
redemption. All the notes that circulate in 
France are the issue of the Bank of France,— 
a corporation owned by private citizens, and 
engaged in the banking business. Before the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian war, the 
entire issue of the Bank of France was re- 
stricted to 840,000, 000, and the law pro- 
vided that this issue should be secured by a 
reserve of 60 per cent in coin and 40 per cent 
in Government bonds. As a matter of fact, 


however, we believe the coin reserve of the 


Bank of France before the war amounted to 
more than 60 per cent of all the notes issued, 
and it was this sound condition that enabled 
the Bahk to come so promptly to the rescue 
of the Government in time of great necessity. 
When France obligated itself by the treaty 
of peace with Germany to pay $1,000,000,000 
indemnity in coin within a short period, it 
could notavoid taking a large amount of coin 
out of the circulating medium of the country. 
To preventgerious contraction, it borrowed 
in coin $306,000,000 of the Bank of France 
at the nominal interest of 1 per cent, and 
authorized the Bank of France to in- 
crease its issue of notes by $200,000,000 
and suspend specie payments for sev- 
en years. But the Government also 
obligated itself to repay this sum to the Bank 
in annual installments of $40,000,000, and 
fixed a date for bank-resumption in 1878. 
The Government has kept faith and made its 
repayments of $40,000,000 a year, and the 
Bauk has burned its notes of issue thus paid 
in proportion to the excess over its ordinary 
issue. Thus the issue at one time was 8640, 
000,000, and it is now about $486,000,000, or 
only $46,000,000 in excess of its ordinary 
issue. The retirement and destruction of 
notes have gone on steadily and gradually 
every year, notwithstanding which France is 
the only country which has had no panic 
and has escaped the financial disasters of the 
last few years. But there has been no se- 
rious contraction, for the reason that gold 
and silver have come into circulation as the 
bank-notes were retired. The policy of the 
Bank has helped to bring this about. Thus, 
nearly two years ago, all bank-notes under 
20 francs in denomination (about the 
same thing as all bank-notes under $5 in this 
country) were absolutely retired, and the 
Bank thus put out $60,000,000 in small gold 
and silver which necessarily circulated, as 
there was no other currency of small de- 
nominations, Besides, while there is as yet 
no legal obligation for the Bank to redeem 
its notes in coin on demand, it pays out 
either coin or notes at option on checks. 
Thus a customer may deposit 5,000 francs in 
notes, and check it out in coin if he sees fit. 
All this established such perfect public 
confidence in permanent redemption at the 
date fixed that the notes soon appreciated to 
a mere nominal discount, and all gold and 
silver required for commercial uses came out 
and circulated freely. The latest return of 
the Bank of France (June 7, 1877,) shows the 
active note circulation to be $486,000, 000 
and the cash and bullion on hand $456,000,- 
000. In other words,the Bank holds cash 


| and bullion to the amount of nearly 94 per 
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cent of its entire note issue; and, deducting 
the amount of its private deposits ($138,000, - 
000), it has an actual specie reserve on its 
entire note issue of more than 65 per cent, 
besides $68,000,000 of Government bonds. 

When the Greenbackers point confidently 
to France as an answer to the arguments 
against Government irredeemable currency 
in this country, as our Iowa correspondent 
says, it simply shows that they don’t know 
what they are talking about. We heartily 
wish that the United States were on the same 
currency basis as France, but it never can be 
as long as our Government has notes of 
issue outstanding which are not fedeem- 
able in specie. The only way in 

» can imitate France under 
the circumstances is to remonetize 
silver, then resume specie-payments, and 
thereafter leave the issue of circulating notes 
to the banks, in an amount equal to the de- 
posit of national bonds and coin as security 
therefor, and with a reasonable reserve for 
redemption in gold and silver. Then, and 
not till then, will our currency be in as sound 
and stable a condition, and enjoy as full pro- 
tection against contraction, as the currency 
of France. But this scheme is impossible 
until, like France, our legal-tender shall in- 
clude silver as well as gold, and the National 
Banks shall be relieved of the excessive bur- 
dens and unreasonable restrictions of the 
present laws. When any of the Greenback- 
ers arguing in favor of an irredeemable Gov- 
ernment currency say ‘‘ Look at France!” 
the reply is, Well, look at France,” merely 
describing to them the true condition of 
things in France. 

THE ST. JOHN FIRE. 

The recent disastrous fire in St. John 
forcibly recalls some of the circumstances of 
the Chicago conflagration nearly six years 
ago. The fire at St. John was rapid and 
destructive. It swept the city of its sub- 
stantial buildings, deprived the people of 
houses, homes, and even food, rendering 
them for the time dependent on their fellow- 
men for bread. Destructive and ruinous as 
is the calamity which has overtaken the 
flourishing City of St. John, it is a matter 
of gratitude that it was one which is capable 
of being remedied in a sHort time. Though 
like the Chicago fire, overwhelming for the 
present, it has features of a brighter and 
more hopeful character which were wanting 
in the case of our own calamity. We do not 
wish to underestimate the misfortune which 
has overwhelmed the people of St. John ; 
we wish merely to show how much 
reason they have to be thankful that 
they have escaped several of the serious cir- 
cumstances which attended the Chicago fire. 
In the first place, the extent of the calamity, 
though great, is within the reach of prompt 
and general relief. In ten days the charity 
of the country, reasonably exercised, cannot 
only relieve present distress, but provide the 
means of aid tothe needy for as longa time 
in the future es it may be wanted. In the 
case of Chicago, there were 125,000 people 
left homeless, without shelter, food, or cloth- 
ing. Though the charity of the world was 
promptly exhibited to an extent never pre- 
viously witnessed, and though people in the 
remotest partsof the earth sent forward 
their contributions, still the number of 
persons requiring immediate relief was so 
great that it was not possible to provide for 
them as rapidly as the circumstances re- 
quired. The task of relieving the wants 


and furnishing necessary provisions for 


15,000 persons is fortunately for St. John 
an easier task, and one more readily per- 
formed, than that of making like provision 
for 125,000 persons. Moreover, the St. John 
sufferers are more fortunate than those in 
Chicago in/respect to the season. The St. 
John conflagration was at the beginning of 
summer; that of Chicago was at the begin- 
ning of winter. The kind and amount of 
clothing needed was much heavier in the one 
case than the other. In 1871, at our fire, 
the whole country did not contain enough 
blankets to go around among the destitute 
families, and it was not until a much later 
day that an additional supply could be ob- 
tained from England. Promptly after our 
fire, and before the temporary cabins and 
tenements could be provided to shelter the 
homeless families, the ground was covered 
with snow and sleet, intensifying the suffer- 
ing. Another distress experienced by Chica- 
go was the scarcity of stoves. The stock of 
stoves in the country was insufficient to supply 
Chicago, and it was not until the various 
stove-works could manufacture a new stock 
that thousands of families could procure a 
stove,—an essential part of the furniture of a 
household in Chicago between October and 
April. Fortunately no such aggravation of 
personal suffering can befall the distressed 
people of St. John. 


In another and important respect the 
people of St. John may congratulate them- 
selves as faring better than the victims in 
Chicago. The St. John property was pro- 
portionately insured, but the immensity of 
the loss in Chicago destroyed the insurance 
companies as well ag the property, while the 
insurance in St. John will in all probability 
be all paid. Here we collected about one- 
third of the insurance, mostly from large 
risks on valuable property; but the multi- 
tude of persons whose property consisted 
mainly of one or two buildings got no 
insurance, save in a few cases where the 
dividend ranged from 1 to 6 per cent. A 
very large number of cases disclosed the 
loss of insured property owned by the stock- 
holders of insurance companies, in which 
cases, while they might receive $50 or $100 
as insurance, they would have to pay $500 or 
$1,000 as stockholders on notes for insur- 
ance stock. The loss by insurance compa- 
nies at St. John will fali within the means of 
the companies to pay. 

The Chicago fire preceded the panic. 
Times were apparently prosperous, and 
prices ruled high. The destruction of prop- 
erty here created an immense demand for 
mechanical labor and building materials. 
The demand largely exceeded the supply, 
and the prices ruled enormously high. In 
1872 bricks in the wall cost $27 per thousand; 
now they can be had for $6.50 per thousand. 
The houses had to be built, and the prices had 
to be paid, and the work of rebuilding 
required an extraordinary outlay of money. 
The people of St. John will rebuild their 
city under more favorable circumstances. 
There is an abundance of unemployed labor, 
and the demand for materials will not be so 
great as to cause any advance in the prices, 
which are lower now than they have been 
for years. The money received from insur- 
ance in St. John wil? purchase five times 
the amount of labor and building materials 
that an equal sum purchased in Chicago in 
1872, and the sum received by St. John 
being proportionately two-thirds greater than 
that received in Chicago on the fire losses, 
the material means for recovery and rebuild- 
ing will be that much greater in St. John 
than they were in Chicago. 

The probabilities are that the new City of 
St. John will be a better built, mote sub- 
stantial and Landsomer ci ty than the one do- 
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stroyed. It has lost nothing that consti- 
tuted its trade. It has all its means of com- 
munications, and all its relations with the 
country remain unchanged. Out 
of its ashes and its sorrows, its public and 
private losses, will spring an energy and a 
progressive enterprise in which the city has 
been hitherto wanting to a great extent, and 
in a few years the new St. John will be an- 
other monument of the triumph of industry 
and enterprise over what now seems to be 
overwhelming ruin and destruction. 


ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

The latest news from London, that a con- 
siderable force of English troops is to pro- 
ceed to Egypt for the protection of the Suez 
Canal and the occupation of the Valley of 
the Nile, confirms the opinion frequently ex- 
pressed in these columns, that at à con- 
venient time England would occupy Egypt 
to secure her route to India. That time 
seems to have come, as the detail of troops 
has been made, and the orders issued for 
their departure. 

The occupation of Egypt is not a declara- 
tion of war against any Power, although it is 
an act of hostility to Turkey, which is prin- 
cipally significant as showing that England 
regards Turkey as in a moribund condition, 
and has thrown her overboard. In fact, it is 
tantamount to a declaration to the world 
that England has abandoned forever the pro- 
tection of Turkey, and has stricken her name 
off the list of Powers that have mutual 
treaty relations. There can be no other in- 
terpretation of such an act, because there is 
no question on the part of any of the 
Powers that the Porte owns Egypt, even if it 
does not directly govern it, and has the 
right to exact tribute and troops from it. So 
far asthe other Powers are concerned, how- 
ever, it does not involve any declaration of 
war. We have already shown in articles 
upon this subject that Russia, from the time 
of the Czar Nichols, has advocated a par- 
tition of Turkey so that Egypt shall fall to 
England. Germany has notified England 
that she would view with satisfaction the 
establishment of English «supremacy on the 
Isthmus, and Austria has no interest there 
one way or the other. So far as Egypt is 
concerned, the Khedive himself is so inse- 
cure in his position that he would make no 
objection; on the other hand, would pröb- 
ably be delighted to get rid of his importu- 
nate creditors, while the Egyptians them- 
selves, who have been ground down into the 
dust for centuries by the Turks, and are even 
now dragged from their homes every season 
to work upon the canals in gangs under the 
lash of the taskmasters, would hail with de- 
light the coming of the English. Like 
the Macedonians, their cry has con- 
tinually gone out to England, Come 
over and help us. English occupa- 
tion would relieve them from a servitude 
as cruel and pitiless as ever characterized 
African slavery. There is but one nation in 


Europe that would make a formal protest, 


but with that protest she would have to be 
content. She could go no farther. France 
is now so absorbed in the dread of Germany, 
and in arrangements to facilitate the recov- 
ery of Alsace and Lorraine, that she cannot 
afford to risk a war with England, and it is 
the knowledge of this that has actuated En- 
gland in moving so promptly. The Pail 
Mali Budget hits the nail on the head when 
it says: ; 

If Russia conquers Armenia and keeps it. En- 
gland must make herself safe in Egypt and Syria, 
or throw away the only reliable means of securing 
the integrity and prosperity of the Empire. And 
to be done at all it must be done forthwith; by 
which we mean as soon as the necessity becomes 
definite, Postpone the occupation of Egypt, and 
in five years after a peace we may have opposition 
from another quarter—then become most formida- 
ble; that is to say, from the side of a ‘*‘ recuper- 
ated France. 

From the time when England helped to 
drive NaArol xo out of Egypt to the present, 
she has stermly determined that France shall 
not oceupy it, and now France’s weakness is 
England’s strength. Prompt action now, 
when France js bound hand and foot, will 
forever close the doors of Egypt to French 
occupation. 

The occupation of Egypt is a necessity to 
England. Egypt is not the only route te 
India, but it is the best and most feasible 
route. If Russia permanently occupies 
Armenia and seriously threatens Constanti- 
nople, 1t may be the only route, and, as Mr. 
Dicey said in his excellent article in the 
Nineteenth Century: In order to secure 
our freedom of uninterrupted access to 
India across the Isthmus, it is essential that 
we should not only have an unrestricted 
right of employing its waters (those of the 
canal) for war purposes, but its course from 
sea to sea, as well as its ports of ingress and 
egress, should be under our protection.” 
Even the Spectator, which is the most radi- 
ca! of the Liberal papers in England, says:

THE TORPEDO QUESTION. 


ive agency. The wire-netting proposed by Capt. 


Times des ribes as follows: 

Within the last few weeks a very important ad- 
vance been made towards solving this problem 
of illumination at sea by an adaptation of what is 
known as the Hotmgs distress-signal, in the form 
of a shot, for illuminating pu to be fired 
from mortars at ranges varying from 500 to 2, 500 
yards. These signals possess the remarkable * 
erty of emitting a very powerful white light t 
moment they come into contact with tne water, 
and when once ignited are absolutely inextinguish- 
able by either wind or water, and with a 
persistency that is almost incredible, thirty or 
iorty minutes being an average duration. The 
ehot containing this light is constructed so as to be 
buoyant upon the water, and, at the same time, 
with sufficient rigidity of form to withstand the 
concussion of the powder. Upon striking the 
water at the required range, the shot, floating up 
to the surface, immediately bursts into a brilliant 
flame, with great illuminating power. 


By the use of these shots a vessel could be 


light that would allow her crew to per- 
ceive anything approaching her, while the ves- 
sel herself would be invisible to the enemy. 
The torpedo is always worked under cover of 
the darkness, but where a vessel is surrounded 
in this manner with light, it would be impossi- 
ble for a boat’s crew to approach with the inten- 
tion of fastening the torpedo to the vessel, as in 
the case of the monitor at Matchin; for a torpedo 
launch to come near her, or even to approach 
near enough to launch one of the Whitehead 
torpedoes with sufficient impact to be effective.

It was reserved for Yankee ingenuity 
to develop this terrible missile of destruction 
that now threatens to break up the whole sys- 
tem of blockading and ruin the effectiveness of 
the most powerful navies, if it does not alto- 
gether destroy them.

SUN SPOTS AND THE WEATHER. 

A correspondent suggests it as possible that 
the extraordinary weather of the present year 
is a recurrence, with variations, of the weather 
of 1866. The interval being eleven years, which 
corresponds to the average cycle of sun-spot 
manifestations, he thinks that the same causes 


therefore, expect a continued rainy season 
through the summer months, as in 1866. 

It is not probable that any dependence can 
be placed upon the analogy. Within the past 
few years a great deal hag been thought and 
written about the suspected connection between 
suu-spot activity and earth storms. Compari- 
sons of meteorological records with these solar 
phenomena have led some able scientists to 
argue that such a connection is more than prob- 
able. But the world is scarcely wise enough yet 
‘to be able to deduce a preknowledge of the 
facts, in either case, far in advance. The period 
of sun-spot variation is understood to vary be- 
tween nine and thirteen years, the average being 
a little more than eleven years; so that even if 
it were a fact that the extraordinary weather of 
1866 was due to a particular phase of solar ener- 
gy, as efhibited in the spots on his surface, it 
would rot be at all certain that the same weath- 
er would be experienced in 1877—still less in 
the same part of the year. If the one be ad- 
mitted, then it might be considered possible 
that the recurring cause has already operated to 
give us our peculiar spring season, which has 
just ended, and that the summer season begin- 
ning last Thursday may be of a genial charac- 
ter. Our correspondent may therefore conclude 
that there is no great cause for alarm, even if it 
be true that there is a real physical connection 
between spots on the sun and weather on our 
planet. eel

Every insult he could devise he cast 
upon his prospective victim to win some provo- 
cation, and finally he solemnly asserted his in- 
tentiqn of pouring the contents of his shotgun, 
which he had charged with forty slugs, into 
BAL.L's system. A few days ago he met BALL 
and commenced his abuse again, whereupon 
Bat fired four shots, mortally wounding bis 
vindictive enemy. On his deathbed Owens 
went into convulsions at the suggestion that he 
must die before killing the object of his hatred, 
and when be recovered he exacted with his dying 
breath a solemn vath from his 17-year-old son 
that he would never rest untal he had sent BALL 
to his grave. Upon the trial of BALL for the 
shooting, he was promptly acquitted. 


A curious case came before the English Court 
of the Queen’s Bench recently. The defendant 
was a “publican,” or saloon-keeper, who had 
been convicted in a lower court under the act of 
1872, which says that every person found drunk 
onJicensed premises shall be held liable. The 
„publican“ in question had been found dis- 


+ creetly drunk on his own premises after busi- 


ness hours. He was convicted and appealed. 
Tue learned Judges of the Queen's Bench con- 
curred in taking a contemptuous view of the 
judgment of the Court below. Mr. Justice Lusu 
said that if this view were sustained, a publi- 
can“ might be found guilty for being 
drunk in his own bed, or for going to his home 
after getting drunk elsewhere. In such a case 
the man would only be of evil example to his. 
wife and family, while there would be no offense 
as regarded the public. The upper Court held 
that the act did not apply to-any one found 
drunk in his own private house, and when a 
public house was closed it became private. The 
conviction was set aside.

A mags meeting of the Odd Fellows will be 
held to-night to provide what measures they can to 
alleviate the distress. 
THE NUMBER OF DEAD 
has increased eight. One woman was burned to 
death on her own doorstep. 
THE TELEGRAPH WIRES ARE PROSTRATED 
in places leading to the westward. St. John may 
aptly be termed 
A CITY OF RUINS, 
for its handsomest buildings, both public and pri- 
vate, have been laid low by the awful calamity. 
THE UPPER LIMIT OF THE FIRE 
runs southwesterly entirely across the city. It 
begins at York Point Slip, crosses Mill street to 
George street, follows George to Union street, 
then rans up Union, both sides of which were de- 
stroyed, to the corner of the Shipman property, 
near the head of Germain street. It skirts Market 
Square, all sides of which were burned, to King 
street, the northern side of which 1s destroyed 
haif way up to Germain. Thence the line of de- 
struction continues up the soath side of King 
street, nearly across the city to Pitt street: and 
then turning to the south runs along Pitt to St. 
James street, and through the latter direct to 
Courtney Bay. Every building south and west of 
the track above indicated is destroyed, except the 
Court-Hoese, the jaii, the Marine Hospital, aud 
one or two sheds about the barracks.

and again the whole family would be gathered 
about its rescued goods. 
CHIPMAN’S FIELD 

was a favorite place of refuge in the earlier stages 
of the fire, bat many of the goods carried there 
were placed too near the burning buildings, and bad 
to be removed again. The Market square was re- 
sorted to by many, but as that was in the track of 
the marauder, they were driven out by smoke and 
cinders, Queen's square, another resort for the 
fleecing, became almost an oven in temperature 
when the fre encompassed it about, and heaps of 
goods whose owners were forced to leave behind 
them, caught fre and burned up. King's square 
and the old burial-ground proved safe resorts 
and were occupied to the extent of their surface 
capacity. Some, despairing of finding safety any- 
where in the vicinity of the fire, carried their 
goods as far asthe city road. The teamsters ap- 
peared to look on the calamity as 

A REGULAR GOD-SEND 
for themselves, and some of them charged $40 a 
load for hauling. 

The Orange Terrace, from which the fire was 
kept with great difficulty, was made the object of 
an attempt at incendiarism. In one of the unoc- 
cupied houses a fire, which had evident- 
ly been set, was discovered in 
& small room. Robbery wies carried 
on by many rascals in the boldest and most un- 
blushing manner. while others pursued their ras- 
cally work under the pretense of aiding to save 
goods. Some went around both with and without 
teams and grabbed up anything they fancied, bold - 
ly saying All rigut, when interfered with, and 
marching off with the spoils if not prevented. Oth- 
cre were seen 

EMPTYING THE POCKETS OF CLOTHES 
and pilfering from drawers and tranks while ap- 
pearing to be working very earnestly to save goods. 
But there were no arrests. Some time before the 
flames reached the Centenary parsonage Mrs. 
Sprague found roughs engaged in lighting a fire in 
the kitchen floor. N 

The Market Slip was full of email vessels, and 
only a few of them were afloat when the fire was 
seen to be beyond control. They took on quanti- 
ties of goods from the stores and hauled out. 
Those hot afloat ran out tines and prepared for 
warping. The wind was raising and the men took 
to their vessels, barely keeping them from burn- 
ing, by the constant use of water. They all got 
ont, bat the four or five inshore vessels, for whom 
che flames came in advance of the tide.

Half-a-dozen prominegy gentlemen of this city, 
with Henry W. King, President of the Chicago Re- 
lief & Aid Society, at the head of them, are devis- 
ing ways and means for relieving the sufferers by the 
St. John fire.

$0, 000 oy Go'clock. By some mistake or misin- 
formatioa it was reported yesterday that this 
committee had collected over $6,000 up to 
the night before last, which was an error, as less 
than nalf that sum had been subscribed. Mr. 
Kicvardson stated to a TRIBUNE reporter that tne 
men on ‘Change were not subscribing very freely at 
present, but he thought they would do better after 
a few days. Many of the members of the Board 
were yesterday in favor of voting a certain sam, — 
sdy $10,000,—from the treasury for tue relief of 
the eufferere, and it is not unlikely that this step 
will be taken, as it is believ@i that a majority of 
the members are in favor of thie plan. 

Some of the parties talked with yestecday ex- 
pressed a sentiment that tae Relief & Aid Society 
shouid send a check for a certain amount of cash to 
St. John from ite fund. It is argued that thie fund 
cannot be used in any manner contrary to the specific 
purpose for which it was intended, but it appears 
to many that an exception ought to be made in 
favor of the distressed city, which claims not only 
our charity but our gratitude. st. John sent 
Chicago 510, 000 when tae latter city lay in ashes, 
and it is reasoned by some tuat the rules of the 
Relief Society might be evaded in this case by the 
officers making a statement to the eifect that those 
particular funds were not used, and send a check 
for the full amount, with interest on the same, to 
the generous destitute. 

Mr. John DeKoven, Cashier of the Merchants’ 
National Bank and President of the Clearing- 
House Association. informed the reporter that a 
meeting of the bankers was virtuaily held yester- 
day afternoon. at which it was voted-to remit 
$1,000 from the funds of the Association.

ANOTHER POSSIBLE METHOD OF CONTRACTION. 

The Washington correspondent of the New York 
Daily Bulletin states that it is mooted in Wash- 
ington whether the Secretary of the Treasury can- 
net contract the currency by using legal- tenders 
instead of bonds for the Sinking Fund. The re- 
quirement of the Sinking Fund this year will be 
‘$33,706,800, and next year $35.391,097. The 
amount required by the Sinking Fund act up to 
July. 1, 1876, was 8433, 848. 215. and the amount 
actnally paid up to that time was $656, - 
922.226, or $223.144,011 more than the 
law demanded. Tin the present time, 
Secretaries of the Treasury have always pur- 
chased bonds for the Sinking Fund, but it is now 
argued by some that greenbacks may be used for 
that purpose. The law provides that castoms 
duties shall be paid im coin, etc., and the pro- 
ceeds apwropriated:

ru VOLUME OF CURRENCY. 

The New York Journal of Commerce, in reply 
to inquiries on the subject, states that there is a 
common mistake about the contraction of the pa- 
percurrency. In 1872 there were, in round num- 
bers, $354,000,000 outstanding in bank-notes, 
‘$356,000, 000 in legal-tenders, and 840. 000, 000 in 
fractional currency, in all $750,000,000. Last 

week's sidtement gave $317,500,000 bank-notes, 
. $360, 500, 000 in legal-tenders, and $2 21, 000, 000 in 
pe a currency, making in all $699, 000. 000 
This makes a seeming reduction of 
958,000,006, but in place of $20, 000, 000 of frac- 
tional currency called in, and of nearly $8, 000, - 
000 legal-tenders held for redemption of fractional 
currency not yet presented, silver coin has been 
used, so that the actual reduction in the common 
currency: is but $21,000,000. If we add the in- 
crease in gold we shall find that the total of both 
currencies is actually greater now than it was in 
1872. It is added, too, that the leans and dis- 
counts, instead of shrinking, have increasea, now 
amounting to about 9030, 000, 000, against $872, - 
000, 000 in 1872.

A good many questions are asked in regard to 
the storage rates to be paid on. grain now in store, 
after the new law goes into effect on the lsat of 
July. The information we have been able to ob- 
tain on the subject is to the effeet that the ware- 
housemen do not understand that the new storage 
rates willapply on such grain. All grain receipts 
dated previous to July 1 will be figured up on the 
basis of 2c per bu for the first thirty 
days, and %c per bu for each succeeding 
fifteen days, however long it may remain in store: 
and all grain received after that date will be 
charged for at the rate of 1‘44c per ba for the first 
ten days, and ic per bu for ench succeeding 
ten days. Of course this statement applies to 
grain which is fit for storage, and there may be 
another exception in the case of receipts dated last 
winter, if any such be outstanding. 

In this connection we make another attempt to 
publish correctly the new rule of the Board of 
Trade with regard to regular grain: 

Resolved, That on all utraets r grain 
made prior to July 1, the ‘grain shall b be dell * sub- 
Jeet to 2c per bu storage, whether deliverable betore or 
after July 1, and that on all contracts made on or after 
July ü the grain shall be deliverable subject to the new 
rate of storage; bat in case of deliveries after July 1 of 
receipts subject to iess than 2c per bu for the fret term 
of storage the se!ier shail not be entitied te add any 
sum to equalize such storage with the rate of 2c per bu.

MARINE NEWS. 


MARINE MISHAPS, 

Yesterday's Txisune contained a dispatch con- 
cerning the collision ou Lake Superior between the 
prop City of New York and a schooner, supposed 
to have been the Ogden. It was the schooner 
America that collided with the propeller dbove 
named, and Capt. J. L. Warner, who sails her, 
telegraphed here to Thomas Hood, one of her 
owners, informing him of the accident, and saying 
he could dock the schooner at the Sault Canal, and 
have her pumped out and repaired, she being full 
of waterand damaged. The dispatch also stated 
that the collision occurred in a fog. off White Fish 
Point. and the propeller had been sunk. 

Further information shows that the schr Ogden 
went ashore about three miles from the point 
where the collision happened. 

The revenue cutter Andrew Johnson went to the 
assistance of the schr Gertrude, ashore on Racine 
North Point, Thursday, and succeeded in getting 
her off after about an hour's work. The Johnson 
placed the vessel in charge of the tag Wetzel, which 
towed her into Racine harbor, and returned to 
Milwaukee. Capt. Evans says the schooner was 
leaking somewhat, though her injuries are not se- 
vere. 

Information was received at Detroit Thursday 
that the Canadian schr Neelon, loaded with timber, 
was aground atthe head of Peach Island. The 
tug Favorite left in the afternoon to get her off, 
“Phe Captain of the stmr Ruby. which arrived at 
Detroit yesterday afternoon, reported that the tag 
Relief was hard aground on Grassy Island and un- 
able to work her way off.

THE WEST TOWN. 
SPECIAL MEETING OF THE BOARD. 
The West Town Board held a special meeting at 
5 o'clock last evening in the Town Clerk's office, 
56 and 58 South Halsted street. There were 
present Justices Matson, Scully, Ingersoll, Mor- 
rison, Salisbury, and Sheridan, and Supervisor 
Pedersen, Clerk Tarbell, and Assessor Clark. The 
object of the meeting was to authorize the Super- 


visor to borrow $22. 000 for the purpose of meeting 
the interest on $640,000 in park bonds coming 
due in July next. 
Justice Sheridan wanted to know the object. of 
borrowing at 8 percent when money went around 
begging, and it might be obtained at 6 per cent. 
ustice Scully wanted to know what had become - 
of money which had been sent to New York to pay 
interest on coupons, some of which had never been 
paid. He wanted to know how much these unre- 
deemed coupons amounted to. 

Justice Salisbury responded that they amounted 
to $12, 000. 


This money was now in Greenebaum's Bank, and 
was drawing no interest. The Board objected to 
borrowing more at present, especially when Henry 
Greenebaum offered it at 8 per cent. 
Justice Matson said that there was a faint sus- 
icion that though these coupons were payable in 
ew York, nearly all were held in Chicago. 
Justice Salisbury moved that the Supervisor be 
authorized to borrow money at the lowest possibie 
rate of interest whenever the coupons were pre- 
sented, and that the Supervisor, Clerk, and As- 
sessor make the note. : 
The Superviser thought they should borrow the 
money as long as they could get it upon such favor- 
able terms as Greenebaum had offered. 
The matter was discussed at great length, the 
Board feeling that the coupons shonid be paid up- 
on presentation, but that they shonld be paid in Chi- 
cago, in order that no more money should be sent 
East to lie in New York for an indefinite veriod. 
without interest, while a large number of coupons 
remain unpaid. Justice Morrison offered the fol- 
lowing: 
Resolved, That immediately uvon the presentation of 
the July interest coupons the Supervisar of the 
Town of West Chicago, the said Supervisor is hereby 
requested to call a special meeting fur tne purpose of 
negotiating a loan to pay, take up, and cancel said 
coupons. 
Justice Scully objected to going further into debt. 
They had to stop somewhere, and they had better 
commence now. 
The resolution of Justice Morrison was opposed 
by the Supervisor, andon that account was with- 
drawn by the mover. 

AVERY MOORE. 
Justice Matson offered the following in regard to 
Avery Moore's defalcation: 
Wurms, The Town Board of the Townof West 
Chicago have held several meetings, each time inviting 
the bondsmen of Avery Moore, late Supervisor of the 
Town of West Chicago, to meet with said Board and 
make a settlement of the deficiency of said Avery 
Moore; and 
Wuerras, The sald bondemen having failed to make 
any arrangements whereby said deficieacy can be 
made up to said town; therefore, be it! 
Resotved, That the Supervisor of the Town of West 
Chicago be. and he is hereby. instructed to engage legal 
counzel. and immediateiy commence suit against the 
bon en of said Avery Moore for the recovery of all 
moneys due to the said Town of West Chicago. 
Justice Salisbuty was opposed to such action, 
as there had been a special committee to look after 
the matter. 
Justice Ingersoll asked that the Committee be 
discharged. 
Assessor Clark stated that Mr. Gill, one of the 
bondsmen, stood ready to pav his share. 

Justice Salisbury moved that they postpone action 
for one week, and that the Committee in the mean- 
time confer with the bondsmen. ; 

Justice Ingersoll thought that a little delay would 
work no injury to the town. 

The Town Clerk was requested to notify the 
bondemen to be present at next meeting, when the 
Town Board would hear their ultimatum. 

Justice Matson tren withdrew his resolution for 
one week, and the Board adjourned till next Friday 
evening at 5 o'clock. 


THE NURSERYMEN. 
THE FINAL SESSION 
of the American Nurserymen's Association was 
held yesterday morning at the Exposition Build- 
ing, Mr. Harrison, of Ohio, in the chair. 

Dr. J. A. Warder, of Ohio, said that the aston- 
ishing omission in the Association's programme 
was the omission of the grindstone.

Our Government 
should at least send a Commissioner there to in- 
vestigate the subject and report upon it. The As-

The. Town Board, not being satisfied with the 
gentleman selected, appointed a Committee 
on Investigation also, with power to 
employ an — accountant. This Com- 
mittee, consist of the Supervisor and 
Justices Scully, Ingersoll, and Morrison, on 
recommendation of some leedigs firms, employed 
a Mr. McChesney, who has been delving into mat- 
ters very closely during the past six weeks. He 
found a set of books sbominably kept and sadl 
mixed up. There was no debit account, and all 
that ever appeared on the books were credits—only 
that, and nothing more. Since that time new 
books have been opened by Secretary Millard, 
and a time-book kept, giving name and 
occupation of such employe and the number of 
hours worked. The pay-roile and tickets have to 
correspond with this. The accounts for each ark 
are separately kept, and each bill is itemized in 
the entry, thus showing at a glance why it was 
id, andtowhom. The debits are aleo shown. 
Thus track is kept of all moneys borrowed and — 
and the actual amount, by days, weeks, an 
months, expended upon each park. 
The experts have been hard at work. They find 
thus far that some $10,000 is unaccounted for, 
though the future may develop where it has gone 
to, but as yet no clew to it can be found. hen 
there are some 300 coupons short and uncanceled, 
which are supposed to have been redeemed long, 
long ago, but they are nowhere to be found. A 
short time ago some twelve of last January's cou- 
pops which bad been missing came into the hands 
of the Supervisor. The bond account is some 
$54, 000 short, —thatis, there are that many bonds 
which were issued and paid for, but of which no 
track can be found. Upon $30,000 of these no 
interest has ever been claimed, and it is a mystery 
as to what bas become of them It is claimed that

THE COURT-HOUSE. 
RUNNING OUT OF FUNDS. 

A very important meeting of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Public Buildings and Public Service, as af- 
fecting the Court-House work, was held yesterday 
afternoon. The object of the meeting was to pass 
upon another estimate in favor of Hinsdale on his 
granite contract, amounting to $31,200, and to 
open bids for the foundation of the county's por- 
tion of the Court-House dome. 

The first business was the reading of the archi- 
tect's estimate in favor of Hinsdale, whereupon 
Mr. Fitzgerald called for the reading of his con- 
tract, and directed attention tothe fact that he had 
already been allowed $43, 800 on the work, and the 
first stone had not been set, and probably would 
not be for sereral months. He also called atten- 
tion to the clause of the contract providing that 
Hinsdale should keep pace with the other con- 
tractors, etc., and that if he was allowed any fur- 
ther estimates the other contractors would suffer 
by it, and the work would be delayed from the fact 
that the county's finances were in a comparatively 
depleted condition. 

Mr. Holden sent to the Treasurer to learn how 
the Court-House Fund stood, and received the an- 
swer — there was now to the credit of the fund

Mr. Carroll wanted the estimate of $31, 200 al- 
lowed, and argued thatif it was not allowed the 
county would be violating its contract, etc.

his last estimate, assuming that $350,000 of the 
appropriation has been colliected—is all the money 
left to prosecute the Court-House work for the

To be added to the above offset is the further claim 
of Hinsdale of $50,000 for hia last contract, which 
will be due about Sept. 1. And by the time Hins- 
dale's claim of $50, 000 is due, an equal amount will 
be due to Walker and Sexton, consequently it is 
not difficult to compute how the County Board, if 
the Court-House work goes on, wi l need nearly 
$100, 000 over and above the appropriation for the 
year between now and Sept. 1. . 

The outlook. on the whole, is not very hopeful 
to contractors, and they will scarcely thank the 
Commissioners for paying Hinsdale in advance in 
the face Of the prospect that there will be nothing 
left to pay them with. The progress of the work, 
then, really depends on their ability to carry or- 
ders againsta depleted fund. If they refuse to do 
it, the work must stop in the midst of the building 
season, to the injury of both the county and the 
contractors.

They will, 
therefore, at the carliest opportunity move a re- 
consideration of their action. 


The Aldermen are loud and long in the recitation 
of their grievances arising from the visitations of 
delegations of women, who think that the Council 
might with perfect propriety and ease order the 
closing of the saloona on Sunday. Many of the 
City Fathers are expressine the opinion that the 
closing of the saloons upon the Lord's Day might 
perhaps be avery desirable act, but that it de- 
volves upon the Council to effect that closing they 
are not at all willing to allow, They hold that the 
Christian workers should start, control, and con- 
tinue the good movement by the force of moral 
suasion. 


The project to reduce the water- rates was intro- 
duced in the Council last week by Ald.

A CONTESTED OFFICE. 
Special Correspondence ef The Tribune. 
BuriineTton, Ia., June 21.—The last sensation 
in this city is of a political nature, and induces one 


to think involuntarily of the reports that have been 


read so much lately from the South. Bürlington 
has two claimants for the office of City Auditor. 
At the regular meeting of the City Council, Mon- 
day, June 4, the then City Auditor, J. 8. Halliday, 
resigned his office, to take effect June 15, and the 
resignation was accepted, he being about to settle 
in California. On Monday, June 11, it was gen- 
erally supposed that the vacancy would be filled, 
the City Council having power to appoint. On that 
evening, however, when the Council con- 
vened, there was no quorum, only six mem- 
bers being present, eight being necessary. 
The usual course in such cases is to wait a short 
time, and adjourn unless enough members can be 
picked upinthe street. On this occasion, how- 
ever, a different course was pursued. The six 
Aldermen. present were Democrats, and one of 
their number was a candidate for Auditor. Six of 
the remaining Aldermen were Republicans, and 
two were Independents. The aid of the police was 
invoked; special police were sworn in; and at 10 
o’clock one Independent—himself a candidate also 
—was brought in by two officers. At half-past 10 
a Republican member, who was found in bed at 
his home,—his wife being. sick ana needing his 
presence. —was ushered in by a special scavenger, 
and a quorum was ; resent. 

The general business of the Council was hastily 
disposed of, much of it being laid over, and an 
election of Auditor was ordered. The two Alder- 
men—John Dickie, Democrat, and D. Burgess, 
Independent—were nominated. Bya rule of the 
Council, being directly interested, they could not 
vote at the election. When the roll was calied. 
however, they both voted,—Dickie for himself, 
Burgess forathird person. Burgess received one 
vote, Dickie six. ickie’s vote was ruled out of 
order by the Mayor, a Democrat, and he was de- 
clared elected by five votes, 

The Code provides that ‘‘all appointments by 
any Council” shall require a majority of the votes 
offmll the members clected to the Council. Hold- 
ing that there bad been no election, seven mem- 
bers of the Council requested the Mayor to calla 
special meeting on the evening of the 15th, to con- 
sider the matter and elect zan Auditor. This he 
refused to do. At the néxt regular meeting, 
June 18, the Council met, —all fourteen Aldermen 
being present. Mr. Dickie tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was accepted. After appealing from 
the Chair. the Council succeeded in obtaining an 
election of Auditor. John W. Burdette received 
eight votes, five Aldermen not ror: The Mayor 
refused to deciare the resultof the election, — 
vacating the chair, -—and the result was declared by 
the President pro tem. 

In the meantime Dickie had taken the oath and 
given bond. and had, through the Mayor, to whom 
the late Auditor had turned over the office, taken 
possession of the books and office. The Council 
refused to approve his bond. The foilowing day 
Burdette took the oath and filed his bond, and de- 
manded the office, flrst of Halliday, who said he 
had turned it over to the Mayor; then of the Mayor, 
who refused to put him in ssession, saying that 
Dickie was in the office. he next day Bardette 
entered the office, and has been there every half - 
day since until this morning, when he was forcibly 
ejected. Heatonce opened an office in the City 
Clerk’s office, in the same room, and there re- 
mains. There is no doubt the matter will go to the 
courts in due time. 


TILDEN’S TAX CASE. 

Wasntvorox, D. C., June 22.—In the suit of 
the Government against Samuel J. Tilden to re- 
cover $50,000 alleged to be due as tax on Mr. Til- 
den's income for twelve years prior to 1874, de- 
fendant, through his attorneys, has prepared an 
answer which will be filed in a day or two. In 
substance the answer is a general denial of the al- 
legations in the complaint. The defendant says 
he received no such income as the Government 
asserts, and denies that he failed to pay the whole 
amount of tax due for two of the years to the per- 
sons named oy the Government. Mr. Tilden says 
he made returns of the amount of his income upon 
which the assessed tax was paid, and, the 
Government having accepted such payment, 
such action was conclusive on the part of the Gov- 
ernment. For the other years Mr. Tilden asserts 
that he neglected to make retufms, and the As- 
sessor, upon such information as he could obtain, 
fixed the amount of the incgme, upon which the 
tax with the penalfy added ‘was paid. The ac- 
ceptance of such payment, defendant claims. was 
also conclusive on the Government, and barred it 
from any further claim. Mr. Tilden will demur to 
the first count in the complaint, which sets forth 
the amount of income on Jan. 1, 1862, on the 
ground that the act of Congress covering that 
period was repealed before it went into effect.

The fashion just at present in the metaphysic- 
al world is to depreciate mind and elévate 
matter,—to find a solution for all the powers of 
man’s higher nature in the blind movements of 
the physical organs. in reading the talented 
treatises of Mill, Spencer, and Buckle, the mind 
is carried away by their brilliant and rapid gen- 
eralizations, and led to give assent to doctrines 
which logically are destructive of all moral lib- 
erty or accountability. The present work 
is an attempt to stem this current 
of Materialism by stating in a succinct and 
careful manner the principles of Psychology as 
held by the Scottish school. 

Mr. Bascom will, however, hardly be claimed 
as a follower of Reid or Hamilton; for, though 
his system is not new taken as a whole, it is, as 
he says, “incidentally strengthened by new 
points, by a consistent maintenance of all that 
belongs to it, and by the rejection of that which, 
essentially alien to its principles, only embar- 
He also warns the critic that he 

but little profit from the facile ap- 
of previous opinions to detached 
points, or from any discussion of the principles 
involvea less penetrative and systematic than 
he presents. The treatise, as having the in- 
tegrity of a system, should call fora joint and 
complete judgment. 

It is perfectly right that the author should 
wish his treatise to be judged as a whole, the 
merits and defects taken together. Taken in 
such a way, the work is to be highly commend- 
ed as à careful and painstaking examination of 
a difficult theme, as presenting many pointe in 
anew light, and as summing up the latest 
thought on the subject. But, as the whole is 
made up of its parts, it is impossible to consider 
this whole without examining its divisions. 
There are two radical defects which detract 

y from the work considered as a logical 
argument, without, however, detracting from the 
importance of the conclusions. These are: the 
theories of consciousness and perception. 

These lie at the base of every school of meta-

trine. The author seems not to be quite cer- 
tain as to where he stands,—inclining at times 
to ounced idealism, and at others to natural

destroving his own vantage-ground. If the * 
ucts of consciousness be accepted at all as 
facts for argument. ay must be accepted as 
true. Otherwise there is no ground on which 
to stand, and, like the idealist, we are powerless 
toknow whether we can infer an external 
world or not.

The subscribers to this valuable work are to 
be congratulated upon the completion of the 
fourth and final volume, which is now ready for 
distribution. Although four years is a very 
brief period for the execution of a literary en- 
terprise demanding the labor involved in this, 
it seems a weary time to those who, purchasing 
the numbers as they are issued, are tantalized 
with a stop in the articles, now in the 
E’s, and then in the L's, and ain 
in the R's, while, during each delay, 
every item of information imperatively needed 
appears, inthe most aggravating way. to come 
under those letters in the alphabet still remain- 
ing to be treated. All this is now happily 
ended with Johnsou's Cyclopedia,”’ and the 
fortunate owners may gladden their eyes with 
the sight of four bulky volumes, comprising the 
entire work, and holding wells of knowledge 
sufficient to slake the thirst for years to come. 

In their farewell to the public for whom they 
have been so long toiling, the editors-in-chief 
give an interesting summary of the methods 
which have been pursucd in the construction of 
the Cyclopedia. As our feaders generally 
know, the plan of the work was originally laid 
down by Horace Greeley, who wisbed to have it 
of a convenient size to lie upon the desk within 
hand-reach, and to be composed exclusively of 
facts, no room being accorded to theories or 
opinions. He reasoned upon the hypothesis that 
editors and authors are competent to form their 
own opinions, and in books of reference need 
simply the bare facts of a case,—a sufficiency of 
these, and nothing more. 

The first volume was prepared upon this plan. 
Every article was condensed into the smallest 
space consistent with its ciear presentation; 
but the work done after this manner consisted 
mainly of compilation,—a comparatively small 
amount being original and from the hand of 

rsons specially exilied in the subjects treated. 

Vith the commencement of the second volume 
the supervision of the Cyclopedia was placed 
more completely than before in the charge of 
the principal editors, and, as one of the provis- 
ions following upon this arrangement, the first 
volume was almost entirely reconstructed. This 
was done at the cost of two years of time, and 
of 1,106 electrotype plates, valued at little short 
of $21, Q. 

The remodeling of Vol. I began at the close of 
March, 1873, aud fifteen months were consumed 
upon it,—the earliest copies being delivered to 
subscribers in September, 1874. In its revised 
form, thig, like the succeeding volumes, was 
made up in the major part of original articles, 
written by the ablest scholars and specialists in 
ourcountry. The list of these contributors to 
the work includes several hundred names 
eminent in literature and science. Their signa- 
tures are appended to their respective articles, 
as assurance to the reader of the trust to be re- 
posed in the statements presented. 

The fourth volume closes with an appendix 
contain many new articles, and bringing 
down to present date such of the previous 
ones as deal with subjects in which therc is pro- 
gressive development. It is also furnished with 
an index to the most important papers con- 
tained in the entire work, with the authors’ 
names attached. 

It is use alone which decides the worth of a 
book of reference, and this test Johnson’s Cy- 
clopeedia triumphantly evidences. In the mul 
tipiicity of works of the kind, each claiming to 
be the best in consideration of its scope and 
cost, Vis scarcely advisable to declare that one 
is in all respects supeiior to every other, but 
there is no room for doubt that the individual 
who purchases the one under notice will never 
regret the choice. This we believe will be the 
willing testimony of every onewho has gone to 
the work hundreds of times in quest of itcms of 
intelligence upon all sorts of subjects that were 
not elsewhere accessible.

FAMILIAR TAL. 
A RUSSIAN POET. 

Tarass Chevtchenko is the people’s poet of 
the Ukraine,—a section of country called also 
South Russia and Little Russia. Born in 1815,— 
forty years after Catherine the Second had en- 
slaved his race, the Cossacks,—the son of a serf, 
and himself a serf during the first twenty-three 
years of his life, Cheytchenko sang in thrilling 
verse the sorrows of serfdom. The Cossacks 
of the Ukraipe, oppressed by Poland, placed 
themselves under the protection of Russia in 
1651, stipulating that they were to remain as 
free as ever. 
other, made by Great Russia, gradually destroy- 
ed the commercial prosperity and the educa- 
tional facilities of the country. Even now 
that serfdom has deen abolished in 
General Assemblies which 
administer public affairs in every other 
district are not allowed in the Western Ukraine, 
tor fear of th Polish land-owners. But the 
Little Russians, 14,000,000 in number, believe 
that there is for them a future of freedom and 
prosperity, and, therefore, worship the memory 
of Tarass Chevtchenko, who sang their woes 
and foretold their coming independence.

THE CAXTON CELEBRATION. 

The Caxton celebration, in London, is marked 
by a number of deeply interesting features. 
The ceremonies at Westminster Abbey, on the 
3d of June, have already been described to the 
readers of Tun Trisunz. The Typographical 
Exhibition at South Kensington, which has, ac- 
cording to the programme, ere this been official- 
ly opened, contains a large collection of rare 
and valuable treasures. The portion referring 
especially to Caxton commences with biograph- 
ical illustrations, including, as we learn from 
the Atheneum, 1, an Account-Book from the 
Archives of the Mercers’ Company, containing 
entries concerning Caxton’s apprenticeship and 
livery; 2, a Minute-Book from the same source, 
showing his Embassies, his appointment as 
‘Governor of the English Nation Abroad,’ and 
correspondence between him and the Merchant- 
Adventurers; 3, the very interesting vol- 
ume (if the application for loan be suc- 
oan of the Guild of Our Lady,’ preserved 
in the Vestry of St. Margaret's, Westminster, 
of which guild Caxton was an active mem- 
ber, and to the accounts of which his name 
appears as anditor on three occasions; 4, the 
Church-Warden’s accounts from the same par- 
ish, containing the fees paid at the funeral of 
his wife () and himself.“ The manuscript por- 
tion of the exhibition concludes with Caxton’s 
translation of a portion of Ovid, supposed to be 
in his autograph, which is loaned by the Pep- 
syian Library, Cambridge. 

The printed books begin with those attributed 
to Caxton while learning the new art, and em- 
brace an almost complete collection of those 
produced by the Westminster press. Says the 
authority from which we have previously 
quoted: 

Here we shall have the opportunity of seeing for 
once in our lives the rcal uniques. Side by side 
with the charming little octavo Hore, a page of 
which measures only three by two and one-fourth 
inches, will be the unique ‘‘ Infancia Salvatoris,” 
which, after an absence of 150 years in a foreign 
country, will again visit the land of its birth. 
Other uniques will be the ** Bianchardyn and 
Egiantine,” and the Four Sons of Aymon, from 
Althorp; the newly-discovered ‘*Merle Blanc, 
from Ghent; the ‘‘Laur: Gal: de Saona,” from 
the Parker collection at Corphs, Cambridge; and 
possibly that most interesting of all recent discov- 
eries, the Sex Epistole, per Wilhelmum Caxton,” 
from Halberstadt. Where possible, the books will 
be shown in duplicate, one copy being open at the 
first and the other at the last page. After the Cax- 
tons will follow a few specimens from the press 
which. was worked over the church-porch of St. 
Donatas et Bruges, Whence Colard Mansion issued 
his splendid editions, and from whom no doubt 
Caxton learned his art. 

The typographical history of the Bible will be 
fully developed in one division; in another will 
be ranged specimens of music-printing, from the 
earliest crude attempts, when the notes were 
inserted upon the staff by hand, to the beauti- 
ful castings of the present day. Printing-presses 
of every date will also be found in the collec- 
tion, and several will be kept in motion. Three 
old wooden 6 will be there, one of which 
will be worked in the old style, with balls; close 
by will be a com positor’s case, filled with a fount 
of Caxton’s smallest type, with all the and 
ligatures. Early punches, matrices, and other 
tools will be exhibited from the oldest foundries, 
including a fine set of Baskerville’s Greck 
punches. An early Stanhope and other presses 
will lead up to the modern printing machines. 

The articles are generally loaned to the Ex- 
hibition by their generous owners,—the rich 
library of the Earl Spencer at Althorp being laid 
under a heavy contribution.

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 

Tue RvEWwoRTs, THE VINEWORTS, AND THE 
Rnauxaps.— The Rat&cex, or Rueworts, since 
the Citronworts, or Aurantacem, have been 
united with them, compose a large and inter- 
esting family. The first division of the order 
abounds most plentifully in the south of 


Europe, but certain genera are numerous at 


the Cape of Good Hope and in Egqui- 
noctial America. The second division 
belongs almost exclusively to the 
East Indies, although the most important spe- 
cies, as the orange, lemon, and lime, have been 
so long cultivated in ali tropical countries that 
it is difficult to learn when they were first in- 
troduced. The Rueworts are neariy all trees 
or shrubs, yet a few herbaceous plants are 
among them. One of the most interesting of 
these last is the Fraxinella (Dittany albus), a 
plant with showy, rose-colored flowers, which 18 
cultivated in our gardens. its remarkable char- 
acteristic is the exhalation of volatile ofl in such 
quantities, while it is in flower, that, in warm, 
dry weather, the atmosphere about it is highly 
inflammable. The approach of a candle near 
the plant, at such times, will produce a sudden 
combustion, accompanied with a slight flash. 
The entire order d noted for the powerful 
odor given off from the litsle oil-glands situat- 
ed under the cuticle of the leaves.

gcolding may not do much good, but decision 

oes. ** Taking possession of tHe sugar-bow! and 
butterdish was an comers that no mother ought 
to allow. The child was then in just the condition 
to take a lesson in obedience. The lesson was not 
given. The child gained strength and firmness of 
purpose, and could no longer be controlled except 
dy constant warfare.“ But what can this good 
mother do“ She must cultivate decision of character. 
Persist in executing her will. As the cravings for 
sugar are so strong, we would advise that tne 
mother have not a particle of sugar im the house. 
We would govern that child and thus begin its 
moral derelopment. Do it at any sacrifice, except 
death. If she is not willing to obey in all things, 
we would put ber through a moral traiming every 
day of her life, until proper authority is establish- 
ed on a deep and enduring foundation. No gir! is 
property developed until she is willing to be obe- 
dient to law, —the law of the house, the law of the 
land, and the law of God. 

But these daughters will not eat oat- meal. corn- 
meal, cracked wheat, er anything, uniess it is pre- 
pared in some beautiful way. They wish to have 
their oat-meal mush fried in butter and 
covered with sirup. What can the mother 
do? She erred in giving her children 
unsuitable food when — were young. She is 
now very anxious to develop them into healthy 
maturity. We have no wish nor heart to blame 
her. She very conscientiously believes that 
‘+ children have tmdividual tastes, desires, and 
opin ons. Are not their tastes and desires mat- 
ters of education’ And if we deal with children, 
‘tare we obliged to consult those individual 
tastes, destres, and opinions“ We say no, be- 
cause we believe these things to be the results of 
education. A child who has always lived on sugar 
becomes fond of it and dislikes other food, —as 
tam toes or onions, We think that very few chi- 
dren are fond of tomatoes in early life, and still 
they learn te love them. Are not all our tastes ac- 
quised? KE. N. very truly ame that we can- 
not force a child to eat oat - meal that is nauseating to 
it.“ Is it ever nauseating except to adepraved taste! 
The greve charge that a mother makes or mars 
her children is as oid as the discovery of Amer- 
ica. The charge we find repeated every year. It 
is gravely affirmed im the puipit ' that strong mea 
had strong-minded mothers, that ‘* the character 
of a home is known by the eondact of its children. 
We applied this remark to our subject, and meant 
to say that a mother may make or mar her daugh- 
ters, that their growth depends upon the foud she 
gives them, the physical exercises she requires 
them to practice, the moral and religious princi- 
pies she imparts. If mothers are ignorant or neg- 
ligent, the daughtere suffer. We do not say that a 
mother is responsible for the character of her 
daughters to the greatest extent. A limit to hu- 
man responsibility exists. If a mother does her 
level best, if she discharges her duty to them 
faithfully and continuously, she does all a human 
mother can do. 

A mother is not doing her ddty unless she teaches 
her daughters by precept and example to do right, 
to be honest, to regard the rights of others, to con- 
duct themselves with propriety and grace on all 
occasions. She ought to cultivate in them a love 
of all things that can ennoble their souls, that exalt 
their charactera, and that can make them good and 
useful. We can realize that to do all this is no 
easy task. We have been through the mill and 
came out all right. 

We were not aware that Adam shifked hie sin 
upon Eve. lie ver properly stated the fact that 
she gave him some fruit to eat and he ate it. Le 
had confidence in her diecretion and affection. 
Our preaching in this way is at the earnest request 
of an excellent woman. 
tinguished divine im one of the Eastern States. 
His friends and hie ple had made him rich. 
During the recent hard times be met with heavy 
lossea, and became sad, melancholy, and miser- 
able. Ihe wealthy called upon him to comfort 
him. Some said. Well. Doctor, cheer up, cheer 
ap, you are the last man that ought to sad. 
You have often urged us to bear manfully the 
many ills, misfortunes, and lossesof life. Weare 
sorry to find your conduct does not conform to 

our teaching.” Ab, my friends, said the 
hoctor, ** that was preaching. Practicing is a very 
different thing. A clergyman, speaking of family 
government, said he preached upon that subject 
very often before he had children of his own, but 
since that time he had ceased to preach on the 
proper government of children. 

A mother must begin early, even with the first 
draft the infant takes from those living fountains 
of joy and comfort that it instinctively seeks as 
soon as it reaches this world as a stranger and a 
pilgrim. At this very point of time the mother 
mustexercise her aut — and persistently say 
No. Once in two hours let the infant have the 
means of growth—no ofteuer on any account. Let 
no cries, no entreaties, lead her tocomply. The 
infant cries not always because it is thirsty or hun- 
gry, but because it has already its little stomach 
so crowded that every effort at digestion pains and 
distresses it. This is the exact time to say No. 
Inis is the exact time for a mother to show her de- 
cisive or vacillating character—to demonstrate the 
raet that she is governed by principle, and that 
she regards law, and that she is determined to use 
the word No“ in all her dealings with the little 
— ry when common sense and a proper regard 
to right and wrong select that word, and that she 
is firmly fixed on developing the character of her 
child in moral strength no less than in physical 
power. 

We do not think E. N. is to be blamed. She was 
anfortunate in not knowing at an earlier ®eriod of 
life exactly how girls shouid be trained, physic- 
ally and mentaily. And still she knew as much as 
a very large percentage of young mothers. Kul- 
dently she is aware of her errors and very properly 
wishes to retrace her ste to correct her errors. 
We admire her spirit and commend it to all the 
mothers of theland. The first step toward reforms 
is to realize our errors. We trust E. N. will write 
again.

VITAL FORCE. 
To the Baltor af The Tribune.

whole ce of medicine. 
int out the distinction, both in 
unction, of the capillaries proper, from the small- 
est arteries and veins, and in connection with this 
the true nature of asphyxia, together with the 
proper remedy. In the study of chemistry, his 
wonderful grasp of mind and powers of generali- 
zation, when but a mere boy, enabled him to point 
out to hig master, Gregory, that there was a grand 
distinction between all chemical bodies, which 
governed their affinities, and that thie distinction 
was the presence or absence of oxygen. But he 
was pre-eminently a physiologist, and, later in 
life, he instituted the physiological test for 
oisons, which was found to be far more delicate 
an the chemical. 

Bat although we should not accept any theory 
merely onthe authority of great names, con- 
clusions arrived at by these men are so beautiful 
and consistent as to challenge our admiration, even 
had we received them from a more humble source. 

Taking chemical action (the oxidation of carbon 
and hydrogen in the lung aud systemic capiligries) 
as the initiary form of force in animal life, we find 
heat and electricity resulting, the latter, it seems 
to me, rather than the former (sce Carp. Phys.), 
poms the constructive force as well as motor power. 
While heat and chemical action are constantly at- 
tendant on vital phenomena, yet it seems evi- 
dent that the unrestrained sway of these 
forces tends to degrade instead of to build up the 
tissues ang to resolve them into the inorganic ele- 
ments of Which they composed this is not life, 
but death! The vita force must be a 182 capa- 
ble of controlling chemical affinity and possessing 
formative power over protoplasm. Such a force 
we find in electricity, which is admitted to bea 
constant attendant on vital phenomena. In this 
view the animal body would appear like a galvanic 
apparatus, the degree of oxidation determining the 
lungs as the seat of electro-negative and the sys- 
temic capillaries or tissues as the seat of electro- 
positive action. This primary current we 
should expect to find flowing through the 
blood-vessels in the same direction as the 
blood, and, according to the laws that govern 
electrical currents, this flow must be set up from 
without and toward the heart, and this corresponds 
with the commencement of the circulation in the 
embryo and im reanimation after asphyxia. 

From tracing the intimate connection between 
the nervous 1 and the muscuiar and organic 
functions, it has been supposed that in the nervous 
centres resides the motor and vitai force of animal 


bodies, but two considerations from among many . 


ought to suffice to show the we | ef this view, 
namely, the analogy between all these functions 
in plants and animals, the former being destitute 
of any nervous agency, and the fact that the brain 
is itself an organ dependent for its exist- 
ence on @ previous activity of these very 
functions. t is not, however, denied 
that the nerve currents, which apparently proceed 
from the direct oxidation of the nervous substance, 
do practically control muscular actign by furnish- 
ing the, necessary stimulus totheir contraction, 
probaoly by reversing the musole current. The 
researches of Beale and Arnold render it probable 
that each cell of the gray matter of the nervous 
centres constitutes a perfect though microscopic 
alvanic battery, the blood acting as the exciting 
quid, and the current proceeding from the nucle- 
olus and 5 to the nucleus after traversing 
the nerve loop. But it cannot be admitted that the 
nervous system does in the same seuse control the 
organic functions, except sofar as they depend 
upon muscuiar contraction. Experiments have 
abundantly proved that the contro! of the nerves 
over organic life is inhibitory rather than stimu- 
lating,—the circulation, nutrition, and secretion 
being increased rather than diminished by section 
of the nerves. 

We must then look upon the primary current cir- 
culating in connection with the blood, or induction 

rrents to which this gives rise, as the organizing 

rce om which a vital condition of the body de- 
pends. Now, according to the laws that govern the 
—— of electrical currents. the greater the 

ifference in the degree of oxidation taking place 
at the two poles respectively, the stronger will be 
the current. The same law governs the productien 
of currentsinthe animal battery; the ercater the 
disproportion between the amount of carbon and 
hydrogen oxidized in the lungs and in the systemic 
capillaries or tissues, the stronger will be the cur- 
rent. The supply of these elements in the former 
case is mainly dernved from the absorption into the 
blood of the non-azotized food, while in the latter 
it is wholly dependent upon the retro- 
grade metamorphosis of the tissues; and, 
if the electricity thus generated does constitute 
the vital force necessary to sustain the animal and 
organic functions, ve can understang the modus 
operandi of respiratory foods, as well as why they 
are indicated in all conditions where there is a di- 
minished vitality; and we also see that the food 
not only supplies the material of which the body is 
composed, but also those elements which by their 
afliniity for oxygen generate the force employed in 
the construction of the body out of thie material. 

[ had intended resuming the subject of cancer in 
this letter, but, having taken up more space than I 
ought in this discussion of the vital principle, to 
which 1 had last week committed myself, I find 
that, shouid I begin now, I would have to divide 
what I wish to say about cancer, and therefore 
think Uu will be best to stop here and resume next 
week.

KNICKKNACKS,

DRY-ROT, 8 ae PREVENTION, AND 


7h the Editor of The Tribune. 

Cricaco, June 22.— The question of dry-rot is 
by no means a hew one, nor is it confined to any 
one country or city. It is treated at length in 
Tredgold's — Sr (London); Schacht, of Ber- 
lin, has studied it botanically. and even as late as 
last month the London Archifect gives some prac- 
tical information on the subject in an editorial. 

Dry-rot ise due to the presence of one or more 
species of fungi. The one dest known and most 
common in buildings i* ‘* Merulius lacrymans.™ 
These fungi require dampness. warmth, and «6 
close atmosphere; once they make their appear- 
ance ona stick of timber toey soon spread their 
„ hyphae,” or thread-like flaments, through the 
whole tick, filling the cells with their 
juice and destroying the lignine and cellulose. 
Thongh the celia eur no corrosion, 
nevertheless, the timber is for buil@ing purposes 
utterly destroyed, as it disinteyzrates. drops to 
pieces, and is broken by its own weight. These 
dry-rot fungi are killed by a circalation of fresh 
air and by the Usual Wood preservatives. 

Practically, dry-rotis caused by inclosing the 
timber while n or damp, in a con- 
fined atmosphere. is condition is produced in 
several ways, euch as painting timber while damp 
or not thoroughly seasoned; inclosing floor joista 


or girders between floor and ceiling in a damp and 


and unventilated building; ceiling up under the 
rafters of roof projections, or under the 

oists of verandas or balcdhies, ete. I 

carefully examined the rotten tim- 
taken j§recentiy from the Dearborn 
Block. Thin sections under the microscopes show a 
multitude of filaments cailed mycelium, indicating 
unmistakably the cause of the destruction of the 
wood. It seems that tais timber, about which so 
much has been said, was not new timber, as is 
generally supposed, when it went into the build- 
ing, but had been used in the construction of the 
LaSalle Street Tunnel. and lad for more than a 
year directiy on the sand.

It is 
well known that tne contact of sand with wood, 
out@f doors where itis occasionaily wet by the rain, 
is a very favorable condition for the growth of dry- 
rot fungi, so that there ie no reason to doubt but 
that this timber was affected before it went into 
the bailding. 

To prevent dry-rot, the building should be thor- 
oughly ventilated from cellarto attic. The open 
timber constructions of the Gothic style are far 
better in thie respect taan the renai-sance fashions, 
No timber ends should be built into a wall, without 
an open space around for the circulation of air. 
The cure for dfy-rot, when the strength of the 
timber is not too much impaired, isa free circula- 
tion of fresh air; rip off plastering and boarding so 
as to have free access at the timber, and wash it 
thoroughly with dilated caroolic acid,—say one 
pound acid to two gallons of water; puton witba 
whitewash brush. remembering, however, that an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure.

THE FASHIONS. 


Traveling Cloaks and Dasters--Bags, Neces- 
saires, Etc.--Charming Parisian Toile 
Harver’s Basar. ' 

Since traveling cloake and dusters came into gen- 
era) use there is leas necessity for a special suit for 
traveling. Formerty every lady provided herself 
with a costume of dark gray or brown stuff viainly 
made, and with inconspicuous trimming, to use on 
journeys by boat or railway. Now this is scarcely 


necessary, asthe long wrap entirely conceals the 


dress, hence more dressy costumes that are suita- 
bie for various occasions are also used when trav- 
eling. Very nent toilettes of the low-priced eum- 
mer silks in small checks or broken bara. either 
brown or gray with white or with navy blue, are 
chesen for short journeys, and are protected by 
long cloaks. In this uncertain climate it is better, 
however, to use woolen goods for traveling dresses. 
Among these are light qualities of pure 
wool, or of the s:iffer mohair that 
will net cockle from moisture, and 
sheds dust like water. The plain de beges are still 
used, but are being replaced by those with armure 
figures or with open stripes. The French bunting, 
which is all pure wool of even lighter quality than 
de bege, and of rough surface, like camel -hair, is 
mach used for such costumes, and is excellent 
wear for the sea-side and mountains. This is made 
up in the Breton styles, and trimmed with galloon 
or with light Hercules braid. It was the preference 
for this soft, pliable bunting that brought into use 
thefmore harsh and wiry American bunting for 
dresses. Linen and batiste suite wrinkle 


and are so cool that they are not to be de nded 


upon for more than aday’s journey. The polonaise 
and walking skirt, short enough lor the latter to 
escape the ground, is the favorite design for such 
suite, having for ite rivals the Breton basque and 
overskirt, and the habit basque with square backs 
and square plastron. 

A novelty this season suitable for traveling 


toſlettes is the mascaline-looking English basque,

flounce and stitched there. The hai ie black chip 
of any of the stylish English shapes, or else a toque 
of mixed white and black straw with & long scarf 
veil of grenadine, or pornape a capote bonnet of 
thixed straw with some ecarlet poppies for trim- 
ming, or red bows and loops for a touch of color. 
TRAVELING BAGS, NECESSAIRES, ETC. 

Black or plum-colored English morocco is pre- 
ferred to Russia leather for ladies’ traveling 8. 
They are best when made solld“— that is, with 
square corners and dxed stiff sides—as the softer 
bage allow the contents to be crumpled. When 
lined with blue silk, and arranged with straps for 
button hooks, bags for bottles, etc., and fastened 
by silver clasps, they cost $25. Russia leather 
bags of good size cost from $10 to $30. Furnish- 
ing bags, fitted up with yellow ivory boxes and 
Cui-giase Dottles with silver tops, are most luxuri- 
ous and expensive articles, those for gentlemen 
costing from 5100 down. Necessaires, or folding 
cases of fine leather or morocco, with ivory tei- 
Jette articles, cost $22. Chatelaine bags of Kussia 
leather or of dark blue or black velvet are fastened 
to ladies’ belts, and are large enough to hold the 
various needed small articles, such as pocketbook, 
puree for silver, handkerehief, keys, etc. They 
cot from $9 or $10 up to 850 for silver-mounted 
bags with silver monogram of the wearer. Among 
the many useful things provided for travelers are 
long bottles with silver stoppers for prvtecting 
brashes for the teeth or nails when carried in the 
traveling bag. Boxes of silver for holding a cake 
of soap clasp tightly, and cost $22 each. while 
plated soap-boxes are $2.25. Folding scissors, 
with the pointe turned up im the handle in 
the way usual with corkscrews, are small 
enongh and safe enough to de carried in 
the pocket: price, $2 to $4. Other scissors, with 
ivory handles pleasant to use, are $1.50. French 
nail-clips are scieeors with curved pointed ends for 
trimming the nails neatly: price $2 to $3. Stil 
others. with the points reversed, are for the flesh 
at the top of the nails. Very good curved scissors 
are $1. Nail cases of Russia leather are fitted up 
with file, curved scissors, brushes, pink powder 
for polishing the naila, and a chamois pad for rub- 
bing the polish on. 

An excelient novelty is a shoe-buttoner with a 
long handle above the hook, so that it is not neces- 
sary to — down to batton the bot. A long 
shoe-horn of yellow ivory is added, and the whole 
costs $7. To stow away eecurely in traveling 
bags are Cologne botties of yellow ivory with tops 
ecrewed on; seo powder-boxes, pin-boxes, hair- 


pin cases, bottles for brushes, a fork and specons, — 


partitioned boxes for postage-stamps, and there 
are even whisk brooms and bonnet brushes with 
this beautiful ivory for handles; the last cost 82 
Pocket- mirrors in Russia leather 


or $5 each. 
cases are $3. Emoroidery-cases, with scissors, 
bodkin, piercer, crochet-needles, and cases for sew- 
ing-silks, are $15. Carriage-bags for visiting are 
farnished with places for cards, a slate for mem- 
oranda, and a book for liets of visits received and 
returned. Dressing-cases for ladies are covered 
with rich Persian silk, and fitted with combs and 
brushes of yellow ivory orof tortoise-shell, or 
else with pale blue enamel on copper set in white 
ivory. Shaving-cups of silver are shown for gen- 
tlemen; also silver shaving sets elaborately orna- 
mented with repousee work. and costing $1.75; 
small necessaires for geutiemen are supplied with 
shaving-brushes, razors, corn-knife, corkscrew, 
button-hook, court-plaster, sciesors, and other 
small Articles, most compactly arranged.

Drs Motes, la., June 20.—On the 4th day of 


July next the Iowa Railroad Tariff Jaw will have 


been in operation in this State three years. It is, 


therefore, pertinent to inquire now whether it has 


been beneficial or otherwise to the State at large, 


and especially to those for whose benefit the law 


was enacted. It is well known that it was secured 
by the influence of the Granger epidemic which 


swept over the country a few years ago, aided by a 
certain class of politicians with Congressional as- 


pirations. 


It was 

AN EXPERIMENT IN LEGISLATION, 

as not a soul of the majority pretended to have any 
knowledge of its practical operation as affecting 


the railroad-capital of the country. 


Iowa is an agricultural State. Its market for ite 


surplus products, grain, and live stock, is the sea- 


board. Hence transportation is an important item 
to the farmers of the State. The law was mtended 
to reduce rates to the lowest possible remuneya- 
tive point according to the standard set up by the 
Legisi@ture, and that without regard to the differ- 
ent conditions of different roads. The reduction 
was 30 to 50 percent. No sooner was the law 
passed than the railroad companies, under the 
operation of inter-State commercial law, by which 
one State has no power to interfere with the com- 
merce of another State, or violate contracts made 
in one State to be executed in another, raised the 
rates of transportation on grain and live-stock to 
sucha point as would remunerate them for the 
loss incurred in transportation within the State 
under the Tariff law, so that, in fact, farmers 
have, since the law went into effect, been payin 
five cents per bushel more on grain and $12 to $1 
per car more on live stock: or, in other words 
GETTING THAT MUCH LESS 

than they did before the law was passed. In order 
to fortify this statement, your correspondent has, 
with considerable trouble, secured a statement of 
shipments of grain and live stock on the railroads 
in this State connecting with Chicago as shown by 
the books at the different stations, forthe year 
1876. I have selected the Chicago, Burlington & 
Quincy as a fair revresentative of the four trunk 
lines, and passing h a section of the State 
representative of the whole. Although the ship- 
ments are taken from the books at each station, it 
is nota railroad statement. Iam not aware that 
the Railroad Company has any knowledge of its 
production here. It is simply given that the farm- 
ers of lowa may judge whether or not they are 
PAYING TOO DEAR FORTHE WHISTLE. 

The statement shows the shipments from 
each station, and the excess paid for transporta- 
tion in 1876 over what it would have been under 
the rates in 1873, or the year before the Tariff law 
went into effect:

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There are four trunk lines across the State. As- 
suming that their traffic is equal, tne excess paidin 
1876 was $2,840, 302.67, or, in the three years 
since the law was en@gted, $8,520,908.01. 

Nor is thie all. Merchandise of every sort, com- 
ing from the East, has been governed largely by 
the same rule which controlled Eastern shipments. 
Thie excess, as everybody knows, is not paid by 
the merchant, but by the consumer. The query 
then is, has the gain on local traffic, oron goods 
taken up and put down within the State, compen- 
sated for the excess paid on through shipments, 
Or has the tendency of the law to cause transship- 
ment at the Mississippi River, and establish com- 

eting markets there, produced the objects sought? 
Not at ali. It has not, and never will, so long as 
Chicago exists. 

In view of these facts, which exist and are in- 
controvertible, itappears to be grossly impolitic 
and unwise to continue in force a law which fails 
entireiy, in an agricultural State, to secure the ob- 
pe sought; and the more so since the Legislature 
s powerless to overcome the defect. rue, the 
United States Supreme Court has decided that the 
Tariff law is constitutional; but that does not 
touch the point at issue. It has not said, and 
— will not say, that the railroad companies 

ave not the right to demand and ‘receive nearly 
$3,000,000 annual excess for carrying grain and 

live-stock from Iowa to Eastern markets under a 
contract of delivery in Chicago or New York.

WHAT HAS BEEN THE RESULT 

of this legislation upon railroad property and the 
development of the State. lowa is to-day indebt- 
ed to the four east-and- west trunk-!ines terminat- 
ing in Chicago for her rapid growth and prosperity, 
and 2 high financial position among the 
sisterhood of States These roads were built 
through a sparsely-setitled and undeveloped coun- 
try. by foreign capital, to await the development 
of the surrounding territory. The result has been 
a coustant increase in valuation of real estate and 
othertaxable property, while railroads have been 
unremunerative. As a case in point, the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific extended branches to Indian- 
ola, in Warren County, and Winterset. in Madison 
County. These branches have not paid 2 per cent 
on the investment, while the State Auditor oks 
show an increage in vaiuation of real estate of 10 
oh ga at each valuation since the road was 

uilt. 

With a single exception, —the narrow gauge 
road from this city to Ames, —every railroad ex- 
clusively operated in Iowa 

HAS BECOME BANKRUPT, 
and sold at auction. or passed into the hands of a 
Receiver, and every cent of capital pat into them 
by Iowa farmers and others lost. 

There are now in this State about 4,300 miles of 
railroad, costing not less than $150,000, 000, half 
of which, it may safely be estimated. is represented 
by stock and haif by bonds. The bonds have suf- 
fered a depreciation of nearly 30 per cent, so that, 
within the pasttwo years, at least one-half the 
capita! invested in railroads in this State, equal to 

75, 000,000, hae been wi out of existence.

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THE FLOATING HOSPITAL. 
To the Rditor af The Tribune. 

Curcaco, June 21.—I desire through Tue Trrs- 
UNE to call attention to that most worthy charity, 
the Floating Hospital. It was begun two years 
ago, and has been the means qr the two past sum- 
mers of giving a day of fresh air on the lake to 
thousands of the mothers and children of the sick 
poor. Last year a boat was chartered, and, fitted 
up in a proper manner to secure health and com- 
fort, was anchoged just inside the Government 
breakwater. Daily trips were made to this when 
the weather would permit, and some 15,000 women 
and children were carried out, and allowed the 
luxury of fresh air for at least ome day during the 
hot months, —a blessing which but for this benev- 
olent institution they would not have known. The 
enterprise has now been tried long enough to 
show its beneficial effects on health: and it 
is the unanimous and hearty opinion of all 
the physicians who are conversant with its opera- 
tions, that it is at once one of the cheapest and 
most beneficent means of health and restoration 
from sickness gf the children of the sick poor 
that has been devised. Such well-known physi- 
cians as Drs. Hamill, Owen, Hyde. Adolpbas, 
and Rucker, are on its Board of Mana ers, and they 
commend it to the benevolence of our citizens 
most earnestly. 

The total cost last year was about $2,200, which 
was only 17 cents per person benefited. The 
funds hitherto have been raised largely by the en- 
ergy of of its President, Mr. R. P. Derickson, Dr.

It is be- 
lieved that no difficulty will be found in raising 
the necessary funds, and it ia hoped that our citi- 
zens generally willinform themselves more fully 
of the workings of thie charity, and, seeking out 
the poor and those who need this means of health, 
make them acquainted with it.

So great has the production been within the 
past week that —— have had an oppor- 
tunity to stock up in. 

The exports of Bhiladelphia and Baltimore have 
fallen off since the opening of the year. Phila- 
delphia now ships about 800,000 gallons weekly, 
the exportation including crade and refined. The 
entire quantity sent to foreign porta since Jan. 1 
reaches 18,000,000 gallons. For the same period 
New York has exported 87. 000, 000 gallons, against 
43,500,000 last year, whichis just double. The 
exports of Boston® have increased 50 per cent this 
year. The aggregated exports from the United 
States this year, sv far, have been 121,000,000 
gallons, against 84, 000 in 1876, 80, 000, 000 in 
1875, and 90, 000, 000 inf 1874. 

The Western States are beginning to absorb a 
largé quantity of crude petroleum; and there is a 
possibility that the 1 shipments to the West 
will be augmented during the season. Tbe Stand- 
ard Oil Company, of Cleveland, O., and the various 
refiners at Parkersburg, W. Va., also consume 3 
great percentage of the hydro-carbon. 

The fnding of the oleaginous compound in local- 
ities that are not. strictly — 4 
the great oil-belt of Crawford, Venango, But - 
ler, Clarion, and McKean Counties, bas inspired 
speculators to start ventures outside the old pe- 
troleum districts, Oil-producers and adventurers 
have erecied derricks, and already commenced 
active drilling operations in the forest-regions of 
Elk, Forest, Camero@ and Clinton Counties. 

The ‘‘surface-indications” in several places in 
the latter-mentioned counties are said to be ex- 
ceedingly excelient forthe underlaying of petro- 
leum, and the prospectors are persuading them- 
selves that fortunes are to be realized ou of a re- 
gion which is at presenta wild and almost barren 
territory. However, as petroleum was found in a 
similar country in McKean County, it is not im- 
probable the oleaginous compound may be un- 
earthed in paying quantities. : 

Contrary to the expectations of the most san-

tricts. That those are the bonanza-spots of 
the ofl-country is beyond question; but 
how long the unexpected and extraordinary pro- 
duction will last, is hard to predict.

Operations of the Pennsylvania Producers. 


Special Correspondence af The Tribuna 
Port Ritcumonp, Pa., June 19.—The movements 
ofthe prominent coal and transportation eom- 
panies are being watched with deep interest by 
those in any way interested in the coal-trade. 
According to the previously-arranged programme, 
yesterday was the time assigned for the suspension 
of mining operations in the various anthracite 
regions of the State, but it would appear from 
present indications that the proposed shut-down 
scheme is not to be carried into effect by any of the 
corporations. 
coal-business was never before in sach an 
uncertain, unsatisfactory, and unprofitable condi- 
tion asat the nt time. It generally ad- 
mitted on all sides that something must be done 
to improve the existing condition of things; but 
what plan te adopt to hasten prosperity, is’ evi- 
dently a knotty problem to the operators. 
Well-informed and reliable operators gay the 


only true and sure method toeffecta chifnge for 


the better is a temporary shorteni of produc- 
tion; but. while being willing to take rt in a 
general suspension of mining, they do not feel dis- 
posed to stop operations while others are rus 
production and flooding the seaboard- markets. 
Some Schuylkill operators, who have deen un- 
able to obtain profitable rates for the fuel mined, 
have ceased producing coal; and others state that 
they intend adopting the same line of — Le- 
high operators assert that a stoppage of production 
would bea good thing’; but few, if any, seem 
willing to order a suspension. Nearly, if not 
quite, all the Wyoming operators are running their 
mines ou full or partial time. Lehigh 
and Wilkesbarre Coal Company's collieries, 
both in the Leni and Wyoming districts, are 
now being opera to the ordinary extent. The 
Pennsylvania Coal Company has, ever since the 
late row with the Associated Coal Companies, been 
carrying on production at the liveliest rates at all 
the colheries in the Wyoming and Lackawanna 
regions. and the product up to this date is greater 
than for the corresponding period last year. The 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western and the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railroad Companies are producing 
at the same rate they e been for some time 


past. 

For quite along period the Delaware. & Hudson 
—— has been piling up coal at Honeedale, in 
the Lackawanna region; and it is believed tne cor- 
poration is preparing for a long and bitter war 
against the other companies. The hostilities will 
be particularly directed against the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railroad Company, which has been en- 
deavoring to secure the former Company's trade for 
“The Philadelphia, & Readi 

The Philadelphia eading Com has a 
parently fully decided not to air 6 month's 
cessation of production, so that the competing 
corporations cannot endure it in any manner. The 
M is working the Schuylkill collieries at the 
usfial rate; and the running of the heavily- 
freighted coal-trains to this place, the Company's 
shipping-point, is carried on unremittingiy day and 
night. There are about 175, 000 tons of anthracite 
fuel stored here, and the quantity is being swelled 
by the arrival of additional consignments daily. 

tte aggregate tonnage of the coal-floatings at the 
storing: places of the different companies is esti- 
mated 2,500,000 tons. This will be increased fully 
1,000, 000 tons more by the close of June, unless 
a suspeasion of operations is ordered.
